Francisco, as the highwayman took ev- 
erything of value on his person. 


Strolling about the outskirts of-the 


city Mr. De Witt found himself look- 
ing down the'barrels of two murder- 
ous looking revolvers, accompanied by 
the command: 


"Your money or your .life." 
With this the outlaws, a tall and a 


short man, both with a heavy growth 
o'f beard on their faces, dresbed in 
rought clothes, proceeded to frisk his 
pockets. 
After securing his gold watch 


valued at'$150 and a fine diamond stud, 
they.tore open his shirt bosom and cut 
from about his waist his money belt 
containing twenty-five $100 bills and 
$3.00 In -smaller currency. Still cover- 
ing -him with their revolvers they re- 
treated behind the building from which 
they first appeared and made good 
their escape. 


Mr. De Witt reported the matter to 


the police, but no clue to the identity 
of the men was secured. 
It all hap- 


pened so quickly that he could scarce- 
ly realize his loss. : 
Being penniless and without a friend 


or acquaintance In the country, Mr. 
De Witt was in a quandry as to what 
to' do. The telegraph companies would 
not transfer money by wire to Gold- 
field and he was obliged to put up his 
trunks as security - for money to ..pay 
his fare .to Reno. .

both. The ordinance sha,ll go into ef- 
fect immediately upon adoption. 
The 


ordinance .was read for the first, time. 


City Engineer Stewart presented 'his 


report on the contemplated sewer: on 
Mill .street. It developed- that 'the north 
side of Mill street Is too low. ' It was 
suggested that a .right of way be .se- 
cured on. the south side of the street, 
the engineer pointing out that such a 
course would be cheaper as. well as 
better.

At this point Mayor O'Connor again
